Divided into tracts of 100 acres the 
total would provide 30.001 homesteads. 
But the homesteads in some of the 
reservations will be limited to forty 
acres each, so this will bring the total 
numlk cr of farm s close to 33,000. 
The 
forty -acre homesteads will be in recla­ 
mation 
districts, and 
will le under 
government irrigation. 
The first reservation opened was the 
Lower Brule, and hundreds of homo- 
seek ers filnl applications for 
lottery 
tick ets in the big drawing, which took 
place at Pierre. S. D. 
The land has 
been appraised at from Si.25 to $4 an 
acre, to Is* paid in annual installments. 
A feature <»f the Brule Reservation 
Is that it already is 
surrounded 
by 
cities and farm s of modern civilization, 
being within y en miles of Pierre, capi­ 
tal of tile State. 
The Missouri River 
runs through the center of the district, 
with Sioux City and Omaha 130 miles 
to the south and Minneapolis and St. 
Paul a short distance to the northeast. 
To the west are Deadwood and Lead, 
the great mining cities of the 
Hills.

“I never realized until to-day ,” said 
a man who had just returned from Eu- 
rope to a New York Sun w riter, “w hat 
an undertak ing it is to be a money 
changer. 
“I came back with about $20 in for­ 
eign money , principally 
French and 
Italian. This I took to a money chang­ 
er’s to cash in. 
*‘Lle look ed over the coins rapidly , 
throwing them into little pile» and put­ 
ting down notes on a slip of pai» er. 
When he had cleared up the lot he said 
I had $10.23 coming to me. 
“At first I thought he was doing me, 
but he was not. lie showed me a dozen 
or so Italian eoins that had been de­ 
monetized and were worth about 40 
cents on the dollar. 
There was a nice 
little idle of counterfeits that were not 
worth a cent, and altogether only about 
a third of the coins that I brought 
home were worth their full value. 
“The only consolation I had was that 
I thank ed my stars 1 am in the insur­ 
ance business and not in the exchange 
business, for my poor little brain could 
not carry half the things that those 
fellows have to remember.” 
The man with the coins did not ex­ 
aggerate. 
There are thousands of dif­ 
ferent coins floating about that a money 
changer has to k now. 
lit* lias to k eep 
in mind every demonetized coin made 
within the last hundred y ears. 
In addition to that there are coun­ 
terfeits. 
The imm igrants bring over 
heaps of bad coins. Many of them buy 
ui» counterfeits cheap with the hope of 
exchanging them at Ellis Island. 
Then there are the coins of the South 
American countries. 
They are worse 
than those of tin* European countries. 
Brazil, for instance, has a scheme all 
its own. 
Certain notes are go<xl for 
ten y ears, after that time for every 
y ear they lose 10 per cent of their face 
value until the whole value is used up 
and they are w ortlronly the paper they 
are printed on. 
As one man expressed it, y ou have 
to k now the history of the world to be 
a money changer. 
A peculiar part of 
the business is the reshipment of coins 
back to the countries whence they came. 
Often during the rush season one firm 
sends back a million coins, while it is 
estim ated that in the course of a y ear 
$10,000.000 in foreign money is 
re- 
shipi**d to Europe and a million to the 
rest of the world. 
Money changing is a business just 
lik e any other. 
They do not exchange 
money . 
They buy it. 
When y ou go 
there with foreign coins they buy them 
from y ou at a certain price just as y ou 
buy eggs and cigars.

have been encouraged by the attitude 
of the House of Commons to tak e a 
tolerant view of it, y ou m ust a t least 
double that number.” 
A clause in the bill will mak e the 
m easure retroactive* In character, le­ 
galizing all m arriages with the 
de­ 
ceased wife’s sister that have already 
been contracted. 
“The agitation,” said 
Mr. Allen, “could never cease until it 
was recognized in tills w ay ; that our 
objects from first to last have been, to 
benefit tin* children: y ou would simply 
be punishing the children 
otherwise, 
and the alleged guilty would go scot 
free. 
“ H is.” Mr. Allen added, “a trem en­ 
dous testimony to the advantages of 
the bill that such countries as the Uni­ 
ted States. Switzerland and Germany , 
that have approved of sim ilar m eas­ 
ures. have never had 
the 
slightest 
doubt or uncertainty of their value, 
and have made no attem pt w hatever 
to go back upon w hat they have done. 
Such m arriages, indeed, 
become 
in 
cases where there are children who 
are cared for by the deceased wife’s 
sister, 
practically ’ 
compulsory 
with 
honorable men. 
Many sacrifice every ­ 
thing in their devotion to their dead 
sister’s children. 
These women could 
not remain in the home if their broth­ 
er-in-law m arried some other lady , and 
it would be extremely cruel to turn 
them out of doors. 
One would lik e to 
impress the fact that from first to 
last the cause has been not merely the 
question of m arriage, but the interests 
of the children, and the grown-up chil­ 
dren as well as the little ones.”

these now being tried are only the 
first step in the revolutionizing of rail­ 
way motive power.

E x p e r im e n t* w i t h H e a v y E n g in e » to 
Be I *etl in N e w Y o rk T u n n e l* . 
To meet the requirem ents that will 
Ik? necessary wheu the tunnels are 
completed under the North and East 
rivers the Pennsy lvania railroad is now 
experimenting w ith heavy ty pe el« *c- j 
trie locomotives which will whirl the 
trains of the road under the rivers 
and M anhattan, say s the New York 
World. 
The experiments are being carried 
on oil tin* West Jersey & Seashore di­ 
vision and on the Long Island railroad. 
Two direct current heavy ty pe loco­ 
motives have been put in service and 
are pulling big loads. 
Competent elec­ 
trical engineers art* study ing their per- 
formances and comparing one 
t.vjH* 
with the otlrnr to determine which will 
be the most suitable for the service 
for which they are finally intended. 
The new locomotives are sim ilar in 
appearance to a short two-truck passen­ 
ger coach with few windows and ex­ 
tra large wheels. 
One of them weighs 
174,100 pounds and is equipiied with 
four motors, giving a total of 1,400- 
liorse power. This machine drives th<* 
wheels through single reduction gears. 
The other locomotive weighs 19 3,200 
pounds and is equipped with motors

DRAGGING T H E 
ROAD. 


The Use of the Log Drag Again Em­ 
phasized. 


The use of a simple log drag, mad© 
as shown in the cut, drawn lengt i- 
wise of the road over the ruts when 
the frost Is coming out, will fill UP the 
hollows, smooth off the bumps and 
make a bad road passable. The diag 
Is made as follows: 
The two halves of a spilt log, a a, 
nine feet long, ten to 12 in. thick, set 
on edge, 30 in. apart, both flat sides to 
the front Strong oak or hedge bars, 
b b, the ends of which are wedged 
In two-inch auger holes bored through 


the slabs. 
Dotted line, chains or 
strong wire. 
D Dl, rings U> connect 
double-tree clevis. 
Hitch at D and 
stand at C, on a plank laid on the 
cross-bars, for ordinary work; or hitch 
at Dl and stand at E for ditch clean­ 
ing or to make the drag throw more 
dirt to the left To move dirt to the 
right, reverse position of driver and 
hitch. 
If working a clay or gumbo 
road, put iron, old wagon tire, or 
something of the sort, on lower edge 
of drag at end of six months; for soft­ 
er soil, at the end of 12 months.

W. R. Graham of Ontario Agricultural 
College Urges 
Good 
Breeding. 


When looking over dressed poultry 
In some of the ex porters’ shops, 
I 
have often thought how easy it would 
be to improve the appearance of much 
of the ordinary poultry, and some of 
that which is specially fattened, If the 
ftlrds were bred to a proper type. 
I 
have spent much time in ex amining 
different types of 
birds, alive 
and 
dressed, and in observing the feeding 
i capacity of certain types, but it would 
take years to arrive at definite con­ 
clusions on these points. I am, how­ 
ever, of the opinion that one of the 
most important things to be sought 
after Is constitution. 
This may have 
no actual market value, but it certain­ 
ly has much to do with the bird s 
ability to grow and 
put 
on 
flesh. 
What we want Is a good feeder and 
an economical producer. Generally a 
bird with a short, stout, well-curved 
beak, a broad head (not too long), and 
a bright, clear eye, has a good con­ 
stitution. 
And I have 
noticed that 
when a bird has a long, narrow beak, 
thin, long comb and head and an 
eye somewhat sunken in the head, it 
is usually 
lacking 
in 
constitution. 
Such a bird is likely to have a narrow, 
long body and long legs, upon which it 
seldom stands straight 
There 
are 
some ex ceptions to this rule; yet, gen­ 
erally speaking, if a bird has a good 
head the chances are favorable for a 
good body, and if it has a poor head 
the chances are against it. 
I have 
frequently noticed In the rose-comb 
breeds, such as the Wyandottes. that 
a good-shaped one is seldom 
found 
with a long, narrow comb.

SINGLE Y EA R EXPER IM EN TS. 


They are Not to be Relied on for Con­ 
clusive Evidence.

Single year ex periments are little to 
be relied on. There are so many con­ 
ditions that enter into the growing of 
crops that it is impossible to say that 
a certain thing comes from certain 
elements or factors, if the ex periment 
be conducted for but one year. If the 
ex periment when repeated gives the 
same results through several years we 
may be sure that the results are pro­ 
duced by some causes which can be 
well defined. It is a mistake, says 
Farmers’ Review, for ex perimenters 
to report ex periments till they have 
ben carried on far enough to mean 
something. 
In the cases of certain 
fields 
there 
is 
always 
a 
varia­ 
tion between different fields, which is 
sure to affect the yield. How great 
this variation is, It is difficult to tell, 
and we do not know that any one has 
tried to measure this variation. Thus, 
If a field is manured and seeded in a 
certain way it will not produce the 
same amount of seed on both sides of 
it or on the two halves. 
It would b« f 
possible by cutting each half up into 
small squares to find the amount of 
natural variation. 
Single year ex periments therefore 
are of little value as determining the 
value of processes. Yet some of our 
farmers have allowed themselves to 
be directed in the future course in 
farming by the outcome of a single 
ex periment on their farms. 
This Is 
ex tremely unscientific.

Water Treatment for Insane. 
As a part of the medical administra­ 
tion the water treatment for the in­ 
sane is being installed in every state 
hospital in Illinois. 
While this form 
of treatment masks 
behind 
a 
big 
Greek name, it merely is a precise, 
scientific use of the “home doctoring 
methods of our mothers. The hot 
water bottle, the cold wet cloth, t e 
hot wet cloth, the Ice pack, the wet 
sheet pack, the steam bath on the 
skin and breathed into the lungs, the 
warm bath and the cold bath all bring 
up memories of the aches, colds, nerv­ 
ous attacks and fever that mother 
used to cure with water, steam a o 
ice. 
Water treatment as applied for men­ 
tal and nervous diseases, achieves its 
greatest triumphs in approaching in­ 
sanity or in 
insanity in 
the early 
stages, particularly those forms which 
are said to be caused by the poisons 
of alcohol, morphine, cocafne, fevers, 
poisons generated In the systems, and 
particularly that form of tox ic insan­ 
ity of the most pitiful character which 
afflicts young mothers. Stated in an­ 
other way, water cures most frequent­ 
ly those forms of Insanity which mani­ 
fest themselves In great ex citement 
or great depression of spirits. With­ 
out going into the scientific ex plana­ 
tion of the how, why, and wherefore 
of the water treatment, it can he said 
briefly that the value of water lies in 
the ease with which it can be used to 
apply heat and cold to the surface of 
the human body; and the ease with 
which it can be used to api*y pres­ 
sure to the human 
body, 
pressure 
ranging from the gentle patter of a 
shower to the impact of a gushing 
stream. 
In fact, water by means of 
precise apparatus can be made sooth­ 
ing to the ex cited maniac, stimulating 
to the depressed Insane person and ir­ 
ritating to the person whose mental 
process Is slow and needs irritation to 
wake him out of 
his 
sluggishness. 
Water also will help the system to 
throw off those poisons which may 
cause insanity. 


For Thorough and Kind Care. 
Women physicians are in service In 
the several hospitals for the insane, 
and a corps of house doctors who are 
known as internes is being provided to 
assist the regular physicians. 
Den­ 
tists or dental Internes are being pro­ 
vided to care for the 
teeth 
of the 
state’s wards. 
Training schools for nurses and ati 
tendants have been established to ed­ 
ucate the persons who come in closest 
contact with the insane so that their 
service will be more intelligent and 
therefore more kind. 
As part of the medical treatment, 
work on a larger scale than ever be­ 
fore is being provided for those In­ 
sane persons who are capable of work. 
One of the saddest sights of a hos­ 
pital for the insane is the long dark 
corridors in the older institutions with 
rows of idle patients sitting 
there 
with their minds filled with horrible 
delusions and hallucinations. Work 
is natural and necessary for all per­ 
sons, sane or insane, who are able to 
work. It diverts the 
mind 
from 
itself.' It materially assists in cur­ 
ing insanity. 


Provision for Insane Consumptives 
Consumptives are separated from 
other patients, the idea being to keep 
tbem frorn infecting ethers and to 
give those ill of this dread disease the 
rational chance for a cure, which is 
Ufe in the open air and food which is 
simple and nourishing. Probably the 
most perfectly arranged and 
man 
aged tent colony for consumptives in 
America and perhaps in the world is 
located on the hill at Bartonville. 
For the feeble-minded it has been 
determined to diminish 
the 
Intel 
lectual education provided at Lincoln 
and to increase the manual training. 
Ihe very presence of feeble-minded­ 
ness argues against intellectual work 
These unfortunates also are provided 
with a new gymnasium, which is very 
much needed. 
Many physical im 
provements are being made at this in 
stitution. 


Soldiers and Their Wives Together, 
One pitiful condition often met with 
In the charity service in Illinois is the 
veteran’s wife in the poorhouse. The 
general assembly has provided for the 
erection of two cottages and a hos­ 
pital at the Soldiers’ 
and 
Sailors’ 
home at Quincy, the soldiers and their 
wives to live together in the cottages 
in their declining years and the hospi 
tal to be lor the care of wives who 
are taken ilL 
Taking up the care of 
children, 
which of late years has 
received a 
great deal of attention, the legisla 
ture passed a bill allowing the coun­ 
ties to establish temporary detention 
homes and also providing that depen­ 
dent orphan children, not 
soldiers’ 
orphans, including children now In 
the unwholesome 
surroundings 
of 
almshouses, shall be cared for at the 
Soldiers’ orphans’ home at Normal. 
There they will be given education 
and training to fit them for good citi 
zenship. 
Preference la given to alms­ 
house children. Provision Is made 
by a new law by which ultimately 
the work of visiting children placed in 
family homes Will be amplified and 
conducted by the board of charities 
more effectively than is possible now. 
Beneficial changes were made in the 
laws for the adoption and treatment 
and control of dependent and delin 
quent children. 
Two pew cottages were provided 
for girls at the state training pchoQl 
for girls at Geneva, and new cottage« 
for boys at the 3L Charles home. A 
fine gymnasium and Infirmary will 
be erected, also, at St. Charles, the 
gymnasium being a |50,000 gift from 
the Commercial club of Chicago.

Several other boats tried to beat the ] 
record of the Lucas, but none has ever 
been successful. 
One boat, the Lucy 
B ertram , w as ahead of the tim e of the 
Lucas to Boonville, but there the boil­ 
ers burned out. 
The distance traveled by the Lucas 
from St. Louis to St. Joseph w as ap­ 
proxim ately 480 miles and the average 
speed m ade w as eight m iles an hour. 
The C hester m ight beat tha t record by 
an hour or tw o running w ith a light 
cargo, but no boat has beaten it in fifty 
years and it may alw ays stand as the 
record for the river. 
W ith all the progress m ade in me­ 
chanics in fifty years, this fact is a 
com m ent on the neglect of river navi­ 
gation.

ESTIMATING DAIRY PROFITS. 
W ith the advent of the g rowing sea­ 
son beg ins the lessening of the cost 
of food for stock. 
Dairymen have 
less labor to perform in spring and 
summer, as the cows can be put on 
pasture and conseq uently feed them ­ 
selves. 
N evertheless there are many 
points from which the m atter of pro­ 
ducing milk and butter at the low­ 
est cost inav be viewed. Every dairy­ 
man should first know the character­ 
istics of the cows in the herd. 
W ¡tn 
the aid of the scales lie should be 
able to estim ate the amount of food 
consumed by each individual and by 
the use of the milk tester he ran keep 
himself informed of w hat each cow 
is doing . 
Unless he uses these pre­ 
cautions he will be operating in the 
dark. 
There is a wide difference in 
the capacity of cows, even when of 
the same breed and this difference 
may be such as to cause a loss from 
one cow, while the others g ive a 
profit. 
In a herd of from twenty to 
forty cows, there may be some excel­ 
lent anim als and the entire herd may 
g ive a profit, yet among them may 
be some that entail a loss and at the 
sam e tim e increase the cost for labor. 
In a test at the Missouri Experim ent 
Station it was found th at a cow in a 
herd that produced 296 pounds of 
butter in a year only g ave a profit 
of thirty dollars, while another cow 
that produced only 
2 1 6 pounds in 
the sam e period g ave a profit of sixty 
dollars. The capacity of one cow was 
to dig est and assim ilate the food bet­ 
ter than the other. 
The profit was 
not in the q uantity of butter pro­ 
duced, but in the reduction of the 
cost.—The Epitom ist.

A MODEL MILK FARM. 
On such a farm the milk-house is 
properly separate from the barn and 
deserves a word for itself. 
There 
come

from clean cows. 
No m ilker enters 
the milk-house, but each pours his 
milk from an outside passag e directly 
into the aerator or cooler. This piece 
of apparatus takes the warm milk 
fresh from the cow*, and cools it im­ 
m ediately to 36 deg rees or 40 de­ 
g rees F., passing it from a tank over 
a larg e expanse of cylindrical pipe, 
whose interior 
is 
cooled 
by coils 
throug h which flows running water. 
From the cooler, the milk is run di­ 
rect into sterile bottles. 
These are 
capped and placed on ice, where they 
rem ain, both on the farm and in the 
wag on, until the consumer is reached. 
Such a farm has, as a m atter of 
course, a pure and sufficient w ater 
supply and clean and jointless milk 
utensils.—Hollis Godfrey, in the At­ 
lantic.

BUSHEL CRATES. 
The m an who will take the pains 
to look around and observe will find 
many ways to m ake work easier and 
in fact do better work. 
For year 
3 
g rowers of potatoes used bag s in 
their fields for carrying the crop to 
the wag ons or the storag e pit. 
But 
some one happened to nail a few 
slats tog ether, and out of this has 
come the crate which is now com­ 
monly used for potatoes and apples. 
Scatter the crates about the potato 
field, and sort the crop as the pota­ 
toes are put into the crates. 
This 
saves any further handling , and the 
crates are ready to g o to tlie winter 
cellar or to the car to be shipped. 
Thpp,** crates hold a bushel, when 
level full, of apples or potatoes. They 
are easily handled and afford g ood 
ventilation. 
They are usually made 
of 17x15x13 inches, outside measure. 
Use half-inch lumber, with inch sq uare 
corner posts. 
Any toug h wood will 
do. 
Such crates 
may

knocked down, at from 12c to 16c 
each, and they will last a long while, 
if they are properly taken care of 
when they are not in use.—Indiana 
Farm er.

Please advise me 
w hether 
it is 
practicable to corn beef in small q uan­ 
tities by a family living in an ap art­ 
ment in the city. 
Does the pickle 
need to be kept at a certain tem ­ 
perature;-—or expressed anothei w aj, 
does variation of tem perature affect 
the pickle? 
W'hat is the averag e 
leng th of time necessary to thoroug h­ 
ly corn the beef? 
Have you a receipt 
for a pickle that could be used in 
the above case? 
M. B. (The practi­ 
cability would be g reater in a house 
with a cellar, but presum ably the 
apartm ent house has a cold room of 
some sort and space to accommodate 
100 lb. of beef. 
If that is the case, 
take 8 lb. of salt. 2 lb. of brown sug ar, 
1 oz. of saltpeter; cut the beef into 
pieces about the size you may wish 
for cooking ; mix the salt and sug ar 
thoroug hly. 
Dissolve the saltpeter in 
as little w ater as possible and mix 
with the salt and sug ar; put some of 
this on the bottom of a cask or jar, 
put in a layer of beef and pack it 
close and solid, cover with salt and 
another layer of beef to the finish. 
After the beef is all in and fairly 
packed, put a heavy weig ht on and 
leave it. 
After two or three days it 
there is not enoug h brine developed 
to entirely cover the beef, add enoug h 
g ood soft w ater to do so. It is a g ood

Charles S. Dencen 
would result in the saving of the lives 
of hundreds of working men annually 
la the state of Illinois, the prevention 
of the maiming of thousands of others 
and would make provision for the sup­ 
port and education of the families of 
those killed and the ^maintenance 
throug h the period of their disability 
of those crippled throug h accidents 
g rowing out of the nature of their em­ 
ployment 
More comprehensive leg islation for 
the benefit, protection and welfare of 
working men 
was 
recommended 
by 
Gov. Deneen and urg ed by him, than 
has been recommended by the g ov­ 
ernor of any other state in the union 
at any time. 
That such leg islation 
was not enacted into law was not the 
fault of Gov. Deneen. 
In season and 
out of season he urg ed on the mem­ 
bers of the g eneral assembly the pas 
sag e of the bills desired by org anized 
labor in the state. 
His 
personal 
friends in both branches of the leg is­ 
lature foug ht for these bills. 
Heads 
of department» appointed by the g ov­ 
ernor, pleaded for the hills with the 
members of the leg islature. 
The leg 
ielative committee of the state feder­ 
ation of labor recog nized the g overn 
oFs efforts in behalf of the working 
men and the almost incalculable value 
to the working men of the bills urg ec 
by the g overnor. 
Important Measures 
Adv ocated. 
Chief among the measures for the 
relief of wag e-earners advocated by 
Gov. Deneen were bills for the es­ 
tablishment of a system of industrial 
insurance and the bill for the better 
protection of men and women employ­ 
ed in the handling of hazardous ma» 
chlnery. 
Every year in the state ol 
Illinois thousands of working men are 
killed or injured by avoidable a 
x k 
unnecessary accidents in the course 
of their employment. In the vast ma­ 
jority of such cases the family of the 
killed or disabled working man is left 
without means, the daily wag es earn 
ed by the working man while in health 
being seldom more than sufficient to 
maintain the family from week 
week. Death or accident deprives the 
family of this support and leaves 
women and children by the thousand 
to want or the bitterness of public 
charity. 
Bills Protected Workers. 
The two main bills recommended by 
Got . Deneen would have remedied 
these sad conditions to a g reat ex­ 
tent 
Investig ation by competent au­ 
thorities shows that three-fourths 
the accidents in industrial occupy 
tions are unnecessary and are avoid­ 
able by proper conditions of care and 
protection in the manner of hand­ 
ling machinery with which the work­ 
ing man is compelled to work. 
The bill for the better protection of 
workers with hazardous machinery, 
which was introduced from the state 
department of factory inspection, and 
the passag e of which was urg ed so 
strong ly by Gov. Deneen and Chief 
Factory Inspector Edg ar T. Davies, 
would have established a system of 
protection for this class of wag ©-earn­ 
ers that would have reduced such ac­ 
cidents by more than 76 per cent. 
Many employers opposed this bill. A 
lobby was maintained in Spring field 
all winter to fig ht It and similar meas 
ures for the relief of the working 
men. 
Every influenoe that could be 
broug ht to bear was used to prevent 
the passag e of these bills. The most 
important sf the labor bills offered 
by the g overnor were defeated. Now 
one of the main reasons urg ed ag ainst 
Gov. Deneen by some of his opponents 
is that he soug ht to influence the leg 
telature to enact these and similar 
bills into law. 
Favors Industrial Commission 
Gov. Deneen has repeatedly shown 
his friendship to the working man. 
Id 
his first messag e to the g eneral as­ 
sembly he recommended the adoption 
of a resolution creating an industrial 
commission to inq uire into the best 
means of relieving the conditions ol 
wag e-earners. 
This resolution was 
adopted by the forty-fourth g eneral 
assembly. In pursuance of It Govern­ 
or Deneen appointed such a commis 
sion, with Prof. Charles R. Henderson, 
of the University of Chicag o, at its 
head. The other members were Prof. 
David Kinley, Urbana; Adolph E. Ade- 
loff, and Harrison F. Jones, Chicag o; 
and Charles H. Hulburd, president El 
g in Watch company, Elg in. 
This commission labored during two 
rears and made a report In favor of 
the enactment of a law in Illinois es­ 
tablishing a system of industrial in­ 
surance under control of the state in­ 
surance department. 
A bill along 
these lines was prepared, introduced 
in the leg islature and urg ed for pas­ 
sag e by Gov. Deneen. 
Under the 
provisions of that bill there could be 
established voluntary industrial insur­ 
ance association, which would save 
from want and charity the families of 
working men killed or injured in their 
work. 
One half of the revenues of 
such associations was to be paid by 
the insured employes; the other half 
was to be paid by the employers. The 
expense of administration of the asso­ 
ciation was to be oorne by the state 
Provisions for death and injury bene­ 
fits were made. It was the most bene­ 
ficial system for the working men ever 


proposed In the western states. If ft 
had been enacted, the family of the 
working man who was injured at hi« 
work would be supported in comfort 
until bis recovery, and hi» family 
would not suffer. Best of all, thi» re­ 
lief would not be charity, but would 
be the working man’s leg al and moral 
rig ht 
Necessiy foe Protection. 
The urg ent necessity for leg islation 
of this kind is demonstrated in

This statement of Prof\ BUshnell is

favor of the Hazardous-Machlnery- 
Protectton bill and the Industrial-In 
eurance bill advocated by the g over­ 
nor of Illinois. The need for these re­ 
forms was announced by Gov. Deneen 
long before Prof. Bushnell spoke of 
them. 
Prof. Bushhell’s article was 
published July 29 this 
year. 
Gov. 
Deneen’s messag e concerning the in­ 
dustrial insurance commission 
was 
sent to the leg islature In January, 
1905. The bills for the better protec­ 
tion of workers and for the establish­ 
ment of the industrial Insurance sys­ 
tem in Illinois were introduced in the 
leg islature early In 1907 and 
were 
continuously urg ed by the administra­ 
tion forces. 
Pass Iron Workers* Act. 
Gov. Deneen secured the passag e of 
bill for the better protection of 
working men employed in structural 
work. 
This was passed only after 
fierce opposition. 
This act req uires 
contractors to provide all scaffolds, 
hoists, ladders and stays or other me­ 
chanical contrivances to be erected in 
a safe, suitable and proper manner so 
that adeq uate protection to the life of 
any person or persons employed there 
may be g iven. 
The state factory in­ 
spector is g iven supervision ever ths 
work and throug h his deputies may 
req uire the employer to make what» 
ever chang es he may deem necessary 
for the protection of employes thereon. 
Another measure recommended by 
the factory inspection department, 
that became a law, was that prov iding 
for inspection of butterine and ice 
cream factories. 
It requires all build­ 
ings or rooms occupied by butterine 
and ice cream manufactories to 
be 
drained and plumbed so that employ es 
may be giv en proper sanitaiy protec­ 
tion. Ev ery room used for the manu­ 
facture of butterine anfi ice 
cream 
shall be a prescribed 
height, 
shal 
possess an impermeable floor of ce­ 
ment or of tiles laid in cement or an 
additional flooring of wood properly 
saturated with linseed oil. The side­ 
walls of this room shall be plastered 
and wainscoted. 
The inspector may 
require slde-waii» and calling to be 
whitewashed at least once in three 
months. 
The fnrniture 
shall 
be 
cleansed and no domestic animal be 
permitted to remain in 
the 
room 
where butterine or ice cream is manu 
factured or stored. 
To Inv ssttgats Diseases, 
Through the efforts of the gov ernor 
there also was adopted a resolution
